The Breezeshooters, witha rrembership over the years rising to over 
ore thousand, has evolved irto an orgarization with a rather casual 
structure. 


The Breezeshooter orgarization cane irto beirg ina very irformal way 


inthe early 1950's. Muchas other Arrateur Radio orgarizations, it 
began asa very cac.el "net' and evolved irto the activity we see 
today. The prirve impetus carre froma need to solve an interference 
problemceated by a new, but powerful service — Televison This 
problemwas rrost apparert on the TemMeter bard and effective use 
of the bard ard developrrert of solutions for the problemwere 
necessary to avoid FCC action which night have been detrirrertal to 
the soectrumallocations 


After a period of irformmal growth it was recogrized that sorre defined 


orgarization coud increase this group's effectiveness and insure it's 
cortinuity. The narre was selected to indicate the orgarization's rrajor 
adivity — "occupation" of the Ten Meter band. The "Net" as we know 
it today (at 9:00 PM on 28.480 MHz) was an outcropping of this 
adivity, no doubt desgned asa show of drength in nuvbers at a tire 
of rraxirrum Television viewing activity on Charme! Three (the focal 
point of what becarre known as TVI). The tire dot in what we today 
call "Prirre Tire" was probably Studio Wrestling or an equally 
importart piece of early televigon programming. 


Conaurert with this was the formation of the organization by entering 
irto and filing Artides of Incorporation defining our purpose and 
goals — the pronotion of adivity on the Ten Meter band through 
fellowship with other Arvateur Radio operators and providing the 
availability of the group asa Public Service orgarization 


The TVI problemwas "solved" by getting manufactures of televison 
receivers ard the FCC to at least recognize that the receivers were 
produced with no provision for mininizing interference and that the 
problemcoud be solved with the incorporation of adequate filtering, 
either as original equiprrert, or with ou board filters 


With that problemnow out of the way, the Breezeshooters looked for 
other activities to occupy what was now a well tuned organization. 
Public Service work as we know it today was in it's infancy and was 
not, at that tire, needed in Western Pemsylvania se we wert in 
another direction rreetings tedrical discussions, sodal gatherings ard 
Utirrately HAMFESTING. In 1955 we held the first arnual 
Breezeshooter’s Hamfest, an aciivity that no one, at that tirre, foresaw 


as the forerumer of an annual evert the magnitude of today's hanfest. 


Arotrer adivity originated by the Breezeshooters is the Amal 
GROUNDWAVE CONTEST, a unique, four hour, Saturday evening 
endeavor dedgned nore for relaxation and fellowship than for 
"making poirts'. This is a mid-winter acivity that has becore a "rust" 
for local TemMeter erthusiass

These days, with arall radios and cheap air fares, there are rrany one- 
or two-man expeditions, and long ray they continue. But such 
operations carmmot expect to make nore than maybe 10 or 20k QSOs 
This is great news for the well-equipped DxXer. However, after our 
9M@C Spratly DXpedition, we were surprised to find as we visted 
local radio dubs (as against the big DX dubs) that, despite 65k QSOs 
many of these folk hadnt worked us, not even on ore band. Indeed, for 
many of them DXing wastt a serious option. Maybe 90% of these 
people had HF radios, but many lived in apartrrerts, or were otherwise 
restricted in putting out a big agnal. They wanted to be involved in Dx, 
but felt disenfranchised. They heard the DXpeditions going out and 
working the sarre DXers tire and again. 


What we resolved to do was put ona DXpedition which woud bring 
sorre excterrert back to HF operation for those who were at a 
disadvartage, for whatever reason. We wart to work our way far 
enough through the pile-ups to give everyone an opportunity to work us 
at least once. Indeed, we woud encourage those of you who have an 
HF rig that is gathering dust to put up, say, a Sngle-band doping 
dipole, airred at D6, put the rig back into service, ard give usa all.
